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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach to one of ordinary skill in the art, in combination 
with the other limitations of the independent claims, a grease gun holder comprising an 
intermediate floor positioned above the bottom in the pocket to establish a compartment there 
between, a retainer strip connected outwardly of the second sidewall and opening upwardly. 

Although the prior art is replete with teachings of heating devices similar to applicant 
claimed invention, the prior art does not teach to one of ordinary skill in the art, and in 
combination with the other limitations of the independent claims, a grease gun holder comprising 
an intermediate floor positioned above the bottom in the pocket to establish a compartment there 
between in order to support a spare grease cartridge in a convenient position as explained in the 
specification {page 9, paragraph [0038]} and a retainer strip connected outwardly of the second 
sidewall and opening upwardly to receive the nozzle at the end of grease gun hose for storage 
when not in use and to catch excess grease from the nozzle as explained in the specification 
{page 8, paragraph [0035]}.

glue gun holder, Winchell (US3079486) relates to an electrical heater for a container, Wilson 
(US3445046) relates to holster, Kasler (US3707279) relates to golf club and ball warmer, 
Dokken (US5 173585) relates to camera heating jacket, Walters (US5860415) relates to portable 
golf ball warming device, Owens (US6555789) relates to heated thermal bag, Bauer 
(US608421 1) relates to device for heating scissors inserted in receptacles.
